WITH DEFENSE 


GILDA’S A BARONESS NOW 


Gentian Chancellor to Explain 
Recent Nazi Deaths to 
World Over Radio. 


Berlin, July 13 (AP).—Chancellor 
H itler drew up a defense today of 
his 
purge-by-death 
of the Nazi 
ranks—a defense he presents to the 
world tonight in one of his greatest 
oratorical challenges. 
W hile the “iron chancellor” sat 
down

to

his 
speech, his cohorts built up a super­ 
stage for him before the all-Nazi 
reichstag. 
“We fight and pray for Hitler,” 
was einbalzoned on huge banners. 
Not since his power of oratory 
elevated him to the chancellor some

under the swastika have Hitler and 
Naziism faced such a task.

codes or operating under the new 
basic code with a general NRA code 
authority to be created by John­ 
son. 
Johnson said “it is not intended 
by this plan to force all remain­

industries 
under 
codes,” but gave 
notice 
that in­ 
dustries 
remaining 
outside 
NRA 
which appear to be harboring labor 
abuses may have a code Imposed. 
NRA said the mopping-up plan 
would cover 262 pending codes and 
any industries which had not yet 
applied for codes. Code agreements 
appeared near on 135 of these and 
NRA urged thdfr completion in the 
next fifteen days thereby eliminat­ 
ing them from the basic code group.
